“Whatever stallions are used in 
your neighborhood will have an 
influence on the value of the horses 
in it. If well-bred, there will be 


more or less of an improvement; 


if scrubs, the opposite results will 
be secured. To a considerable ex 
tent it is the encouragement they 
receive that determines which shall 
remain, and it is for-you to de- 
termine whether you will help 
yourself by encouraging the keep-

THE controversy between Asses- 


vor Stoddard and several taxpayers 


of this county relative te the assess- 
ment of lands which have been 


: : ee applied for or contracted for from 


the State, excites a great deal of in- 


_ terest among landholders all over 


the State. The Attorney-General 
thas sustained the Assessor in the 
‘position assumed by him, and in 
support of his opinion quotes from 
a pumber of decisions bearing on 
the question. The Nevada and 
California law on the subject of as- 
sessments and the duties of Asses- 


sors are almost identical, and the 


Board of Equalization of the latter 


State, in a circular issued to county 
_ Assessors, says: As we have re- 


peatedly written, there is but one 
rule of valuation, and that is the 
one prescribed by law, to wit: ‘Full 
cach value.’ It is useless to multi- 
ply definitions of the term, but 
there does not seem to be any diffi- 
culty in determining values by real 
estate agents, buyers and sellers. 
When property changes hands at 
certain well known prices, and the 


- community accepts such prices as 


the value of the property, the As- 
sessor who does not accept such 
valuation as the standard of assess- 
ment, is certainly doing violence to 
his oath of office. Undervaluation 
to escape State taxation is a double- 
edge sword.“ Under the ruling of 
the Attorney-General, supported as 
he is by the laws of the State, we 
can see no way ior the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office, 
except for the Assesior to assess 
property at ite market value and 
not as the objecting taxpayers de- 
mand—at the rate of twenty-five 
cents an acre, the amount paid by 
them for the State lands which 
form the basis of the controversy. 


A rather contracted view is taken 
of the silver question at the east. 
It issupposed that California, Ne- 
vada and Colorado are opposed to 
some of the recent legislation in re- 
lation to that metal, because it is 
mined inthem. Perhaps it will be 
in the nature of a revelation that 


the gold product of California is 


largely in excess of its silver, and 
that in Nevada gold is found in the 
silver deposits, and sometimes to 
the extent of nearly 50 per cent in 


= value. There is a much larger and 


‘broader basis for the opposition to 


‘hostile legislation against silver. 


Perhaps, says an exchange, that is 
something that will not be under- 
stood at the east, but it is neverthe- 


less the fact, and it is certainly time 
that it should be disseminated, 


whether it is accepted or not. The 
substitution of the single standard 
of gold for the double standard is 
resisted in this part of the United 
States because, in money contracts, 
such @ change would result in the 
increase of the burdens of the 
debtor, who would have to part 
with more labor and property to 
meet his obligations, because of the 
enhanced value of gold, than he 
would if the conditions were main- 


- tained under which he borrowed. 


In this view the subject has as 


much interest for the west and 


south west as for the Pacific States, 


and probably more, for our mort- 
_ gages are to our own people, while 
‘most of theirs are held in the east- 
ern money centers.

A DAY OF DISASTERS. 
— — 


The Southern Pacific Railroad 
Beating the Record. 

San FRANCIsco, March 16.—A dis- 
astrous railroad accident occurred 
Wednesday night on the main line of 
the Southern Pacific between Colton 
and Indio, near a small station 
called Whitewater, resulting in the 
death of conductor McGuire and 
brakeman Van Mater, and the de- 
struction of thirteen freight cars 
loaded with through freight from New 
Orleans or Deming for Los Angeles 


and this city. Meager details of the 
disaster reached the railroad head- 
quarters, Theaccideut was caused by 
cattle on the track. 

The train passed Whitewater, west- 
bound, about 10 o’clock. The con- 
ductor thought he would be able to 
reach Cabazen, 8 miles away, and side- 
track his train there betore the Al lan- 
tic ex press, east-bound, should be due 
at that point. The grade between tne 
stations is over 600 feet in eight miles, 
and when about half-way the train 
was found to be on the time of the 
through express. The conductor de- 
cided to buck down to Whitewater and 
wait for the passage of the passenger 
train. While this was being done the 
accident occurred. The conductor and 
brakeman, who were in the caboose, 
were iostantly killed. The caboose 
was turned over and nearly all the 
“train was piled up and over and about 
it. A fire broke out immediately from 
the stove in the caboose and soon the 
track was a burning mass. Ai flag- 
man was sent out and stopped the ex- 
press and the news of the disaster was 
sent as soon as possible te the uearest 
station. 


ANOTHER WRECK, 


A collision at Borden, Fresno 
county, this morning delayed the Los 
Augeles express and through trains 
four or five hours. A freight engine 
was hauling vars about iu the yard on 
the main track when a special freight 
came in with reckless spee.', striking 
the other engine and doing considera- 
ble damage to both. No one was hurt. 


A CONDUCTOR INJURED. 


TEHACHAPI, March 16.—Conductor 
Riddell, ranoiny special freight north, 
when on top of the train, was hit with 
something supposed to be banging 
from the roof of tunnel 15, and badly 
injured. He was found by a brake- 
man lying insensible on the edge of 
thecar. He was badly cut about the 
head and was taken to Sumner. 


THE STORM BROKEN. 


Business Resumed in the Empire 
State. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16. — Many 
stories of disasters come from the 
Delaware breakwater. The latest re- 
ports say that 22 persons were 
drowned or frozen to death Twenty- 
eight vessels were driven ashcre, and 
the loss to shipping is estimated at 
$500,000. It is estimated that 10,000 
telegraph poles are down between 
New York and Washington. Infor- 
mation from Essex county, New 
Jersey, says the deaths caused by the 
blizzard will number at least 25. In 
the vicinity of Newark, three persons 
perished Monday. ‘ 

A GHASTLY FEATURE, 

NRW Lokk, March 16.—One of the 
saddest features of the storm, aside 
from the deaths resulting from it, is 
the number of corpses in this city and 
Brooklyn awaiting burial.

Nogaues, March 15.—A dispatch 
dated Culiancan gives an account of 
the attempted capture of Teodosio Bor- 
nal, brother of the dead bandit chief, 
and others.

Uinnemucea Will Have the Con- 
vention— Washoe County Gains 
a Delegate-—-The Test. 


The following account of the 
meeting of the Republican 
State Central Committee, held in 
Virginia City yesterday, is taken 


from to-day’s Enterprise : | 

The Republican State Central 
Committee met at Exempt Fire- 
men’s Hall yesterday afternoon at 
1 o'clock, Colonel E. D. Boyle, 
Chairman of the Committee, iu the 
chair, Governor C. C. Stevenson 
oczupied a seat beside the Chair- 
man. 

Colonel F.C. Lord, Secretary of the 
Committee, read the roll-call, and 
32 of the 35 answered to their names 

rsonally or by proxy. The meet- 
ug was harmonious throughout, 
members speaking their opinioas 
frankly and plainly, and reason aud 
sound judgment swayed the result. 
This fact was fully exemplified 
when Winnemucca put in a claim 
for the convention on the ground 
that it had not been held there for 
fourteen years, and all other claims 

ere immediately withdrawn. 

A motion to have present repre- 
sentatives of a county cast the full 
vote of such county was carried, 

It was moved and carried to hold 
but one convention. 

Turrittin of Humboldt moved to 
hold the convention at Winne- 
mucca on the 15th day of May, for 
the purpose of nominating one 
* of Congress, one Supreme 
Judge, three State Regents and del- 
egates to the National Republican 
Convention and their alternates, 
and for such other business as may 
come beforethe meeting. Mr. Tur- 
rittin said Winnemucca bad not had 
a State Convention in 14 years, and 
that every preparation weuld be 
made to properly entertain all the 
delegates who would attend, 

Frank Bell of Washoe thereupon 
waived all claims for Washoe, and 
hoped the vote for Wiunemucca 
would be ananimous. It was. 

The 28th ot Aprii was set for the 
holding of the primaries, which 
date will give all delegates ample 
opportunity to attend, and the date 
accords with the call of the Na- 
tional Committee. 

A proposition to make a new ap- 


| portionment of delegates upon the 


basis of the vote received by Wm. 
Woodburn for Congress was ably 
discussed by Sam Wright, Sam 
Davis and Evan Williams of 
Ormesby, Turrittin of Humboldt, 
Campbell of Esmeralda, Wallace of 
Eureka, Wardellof Storey and Bell 
of Washoe. It was claimed on one 
side that it would be more satis- 
factory to take the apportionment 
of two years ago, whiie the other 
side claimed such apportionment 
would work au injustice to Hum- 
boldt and Washoe counties particu- 
larly and other counties that had 
lost in population since the last 
election. Those favoring the adop- 
tion of the basis of apportionment 
made two years ago won the day, 
but immediately thereafter Wallace 
of Eureka moved to take one dele- 
gate from Eureka and give it to 
Washoe, which was done. 

The call of the National Com- 
mittee was adopted. The words 
quoted near the bottom of this para- 
graph were inserted by a sub-com- 
mittee consisting of F. C. Lord, 
Sam Wright and J M. Campbell, 
appointed by the General Commit- 
tee for the purpose: 

The Republican electors in this State 
and voters, without regard to the past 
political affiliations, difference or ac- 
tion, who believe in the American 
principle of a protective tariff for the 
uefense and development of home in- 
dustries and the elevation of home la- 
bor, who would reduce the national 
taxes and prevent the accumulation of 
surplus in the Treasury, in harmony 
with this principle; who are opposed 
to the attempt, now more openl 
avowed than ever before, to establish 
a policy which would strike down 
American labor to the level of the un- 
derpaid and 2 6 dagen workers of 
foreign lands; who favor nayal and 
coast defenses, which will enable the 
United States to conduct international 
negotiations with self-respect; who 
gratefully cherish the defenders of our 
country; who condemn and _ resent 
continued and unjust exclusion of rap- 
idly growing Territories, which have 
an indisputable title to admission to 
the sisterhood of States; who favor 
free schools and popular education, a 
free and honest ot aud a fair count;

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THE CASE OF CHD ELO T. 
A lain Statement Made Without 
Prejudice or Favor. 

If reports be true which have 
come to the hearing of a GAZETTE 
reporter, the death of Godfroy 
Chodelot calls for more thau pass- 
ing mention, and in the interest of 
humanity, if for nothing, more, 
publicity should be given to the 
facts reported. Godfroy Chodelot 
bas for many years past been a resi- 
dent of Reno, during which time 
he has been known as a hard-work- 
ing frugal, and peaceful citizen. 
Contrary to the belief expressed by 
some of his acquaintances here, he 
did not possess much property, and 
the rumor that his daughter and 
her husband, A. Nadon, a black- 
smith and wagon-maker doing bus- 
iness on Fourth street, had obtained 
control of certain property belong- 
ing to him is known to be incor- 
rect. The records show that he at 
one time was the owner of property 
on Third street, near West, but a 
deed recorded proves that he trans- 
ferred it in 1885 to his daughter, the 
consideration named being $1,400, 
out of which amount a certain 
mortgage was to be paid. 

According to the reports, which 
bear on their face the imprint of 
truth, as the days of his usefulness 
passed Chodelot was treated with 


coldpess and neglect by his rel- 
atives until the old man became 
heart-broken, His troubles be had 
confided to certain residents of 
Reno, and in relating them, it is 
said, he has been unable to control 
his emotion, frequently bursting 
into tears. Finally, the trouble 
culminated in the poor old man 
accidentally or suicidally (facts go to 
prove that the latter supposition 
would be the correct theory) fell 
under the wheels of the east-bound 
overland train last Suuday morn- 
ing, and received injuries which 
necessitated amputation of the 
right aym. That member was 
fearfully crushed and common 
humanity would have dictated to 
the most heathenish savagein the 
wilds of Africa that surgical aid of 
some kind should be summoned im- 
mediately. Aid of some kind, it is 
true, was summoned—a man with 
buta slight knowledge of medical 
lore, and who although practicing 
in a small wav, bas not an atom of 
paper to show that he ever studied 
the first principies of materia 
medica. This man was in atten- 
dauce when Mr. Nadon visited the 
GAZETTE office to report the acci- 
dent, as he termed it. The re 
porter asked him what physician 
had charge of the case, and to his 
great surprise was informed thet 
Zimmer had been employed. 
Nadon also said, in response to an 
inquiry why competent surgical aid 
was not summoned, What's the 
use; he’s bound t» die; if they take 
his arm off it will kill him, and if 
they don’t he’ll die anyway. We 
eau’t do anytuing for him.“ The 
reply of the reporter to this matter 
of fact aad, to people of a sensitive 
nature, cold-blooded statement, it 
will not be necessary to repeat 
here. It was effective, though, 
for the same day Dr. Dawson was 
summoned—over thirty-six hours 
after the accident(?) occurred. The 


doctor visited the patient and found 


that little or no care had been taken 
of the wounded man, and the blood 
and matter which had oozed from 
the crusbed limb had been allowed 
to collect until almost putrid. Al- 
though the stench was disgusting 
in the extreme the humane doctor 
made the patieut as comfortable as 
possibie, and did everything in his 
power to alleviate the great suffer- 
ing of Chodolet. The bed on which 
the patient lay is described by the 
doctor as being simply an imple- 
ment of torture, the mattress being 
of straw, and the pillow merely a 
bagful of rags. Seeing a comforter 
lying in the room unused, Dr. Daw- 
son proceeded to place it uuder the 
dying man, and also procured a 
soft pill6w. To both acts Mrs, Na- 
don objected, saying that she was 
‘afraid they would be spoiled.’’ 
The doctor was obdurate, how- 
ever, and seizing the articles 
in dispute forcidly did as 
he wished with them. He aiso in- 
sisted on baviog a uurse, and 
finally after a great deal of argu- 
ment his request was grudgingly 
complied with. The next day the 
amputation of the arm was per- 
formed, and after lingeringin great 
suffering until yesterday afternoon, 
Chodelot died. To-morrow he will 
be buried, and the next day the 
world will bave forgotten that such 
a man as Godfrey Chodelot ever 
lived. 

The ease has excited considerable 
comment in the community, many 
theories being promulgated con- 
cerning it, and many statements 
made evidently not founded on fact, 
but the above statement, given by 
the GAZETTE without prejudice to 
the living or favor to the dead, 
can be relied upon as being sub- 
stantially correct in every respect. 
Having performed its duty, the 
GAZETTR now rests the case and 
submits it to a higher authority, 
confident that a righteous decision 
will be rendered by the Supreme 
Judge of the Universe on the day of 
resurrection. a

Of the $12,000,000 hard cash paid over 
at one time by the United States to Na- 
poleon as first consul in 1803, it was com- 
mon rumor—not very general, you may 
be sure, fhowever—that 7,500,000 francs 
of the sum was never accounted,for in 
vouchers. This might easily have been. 
Napoleon was then first consul for life. 
He could do just what he chose, and no- 
body dared call him to account. 

It is not very difficult to hide money in 
large sums, too, so it cannot be found, be 
the search ever so careful. Ferdinand 
Ward has’some millions covered up, and 
no human being has ever yet found a 
a — the 1 1 treasure. It was e 
and believed by many people a 
Stephen Girard of Philadelphia had a 
large sum in his hands belonging to Na- 
po.eon I., which he would have handed 
over to him had he succeeded in getting 
away to the United States after Water- 
loo, as he tried to do. Louis XVIII. 
through his Minister of Finance, did al 
in his power to discover this hidden 
treasure, but those who knew would 
never tell. They probably took it them- 
selves when the emperor died, in 1821. 
But it is a very interesting and romantic 
story, the disappearance absolutely of the 
greatest fortune in the world’s history up 
to that time, leaving not a trace behind.
